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Act I. The Irminsul Oak. The Druids and warriors of Ancient Gaul, 
who are on their way to watch the rising of the moon, pause at the altar of 
the God Irminsul where, led by the high-priest Oroveso, they beg the 
gods to rouse the people to war against the invading Romans. They retire 
from the scene and Pollione, the Roman pro-consul, appears, 
accompanied by his friend Flavio. He tells Flavio that he no longer loves 
Norma, daughter of Oroveso and high-priestess of the Druids, who has 
borne him two children. He has seen Adalgisa, a priestess of the temple, 
and fallen in love with her. The sacred shield is struck, summoning the 
priests and priestesses to the altar, and the two Romans retire. Norma. 
who has broken her vows of chastity, and whose relationship with the 
Roman pro-consul is unsuspected, rebukes the Druids for demanding 
war against Rome without divine ‘sanction. She then prays for peace, 
singing the famous ‘Casta Diva’ (‘Chaste goddess’). The Druids and 
Norma now leave the grove. Adalgisa enters and prays for strength to 
resist her love for Pollione, who begs her to flee with him to Rome, where 
they can live together in safety and happiness. 

Act II. Norma’s dwelling. Norma confides in Clotilda her fears that 
Pollione is going to desert her. Someone is heard approaching, and 
Norma bids Clotilda conceal the two children. Adalgisa enters. She has 
come to confess to the high-priestess that she is in love. Norma, thinking 
of her own similar plight, releases Adalgisa from her sacred vows, and 
asks who is the man. As Pollione enters, Adalgisa reveals that it is he. 
Norma accuses her lover of treachery, and Adalgisa declares that she 
would die rather than flee with the betrayer of the high-priestess whom 
she loves so well. The sacred shield is again heard, summoning Norma to 
the temple. 

Act ITI. Norma’s dwelling. Norma, dagger in hand, tries to bring herself 
to kill her sleeping children, but cannot. She sends for Adalgisa and asks 
her to take the children to Pollione in the Roman camp, marry him and 
look after the children for her. Adalgisa again refuses to leave Norma, 
and in the duet ‘Mira, O Norma’ (‘See, oh Norma’) says she will never 
leave the temple, but will go to Pollione and try to persuade him to return 
to Norma. 

Act IV. A place near the Druid’s forest. The Gallic warriors and 
Oroveso once more assemble. They learn from the high-priest that 
Pollione is being replaced by an even crueller commander. He advises 
them to bide their time and then to revolt. Norma is awaiting the return of 
Adalgisa, with, she hopes, the penitent Pollione. Instead of listening to 
Adalgisa, however, Pollione has tried to carry her off. This is reported to 
Norma by Clotilda. Norma now strikes the sacred shield three times and 
summons all the Druids, priestesses and warriors. She announces that the 
gods have decreed war against Rome, and that the sacrificial victim must 
be offered to the war-god. At that moment a tumult is heard outside and 
Pollione, who has tried to break into the temple to abduct Adalgisa, is

brought in. Norma cannot bring herself to strike the fatal blow against 
him. She pleads with him for the last time, and says that she will spare his 
life if he gives up Adalgisa. He refuses. She then threatens to kill his 
children and he offers himself as the victim. Norma summons the 
assembly for the last time and bids them prepare the sacrificial pyre. She 
declares that the victim for the sacrifice is to be a priestess who has broken 
her vows of chastity. They ask who it is, and Norma replies that it is 
herself. She confesses everything and asks her father to care for her 
children. Turning to Pollione she says that despite his treachery she loves 
him even to death. His love is now rekindled and he asks to be allowed to 
share her fate. Slowly they go to their death together.
